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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ross (US 4,368,907). 
The Ross sanitary handler includes an elongated handle 14 and a receptacle 18 with a first door 
24 and an intermediate closure member 44. Member 44, acting as a partition, forms 
compartments 20, 22 within receptacle 18. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Arceo (US 
2002/0185874 Al) in view of Ross. The Arceo publication discloses a waste handling device 
with an outer, hollow handle member 28, an inner shaft member 44, a box 18 for collecting 
waste material, a gate element 30 closing an open end section 22 of box 18, and a switch 52 for 
transmitting downward pressure to shaft member 44, causing it to open gate element 30. The 
Arceo device lacks at least one flap within the box 18. However, it would have been obvious to 
one skilled in the art to mount a flap inside box 18 of Arceo, in view of the teaching of Ross that

such a flap inter alia reduces odor associated with the waste-collecting process (see column 6, 
lines 1-18, of Ross). 

Applicant should note the references to Wilson, Baran, and Simon listed on the 
Information Disclosure Statement have not been checked inasmuch as the wrong document 
numbers seem to have been provided. 

The patents to Gallo et al. (US 3,841,686), Kahan (US 3,929,363), Cooper (US 
4,200,319), and Lee (US 5,503,442) have been cited to provide additional examples of pickup 
devices.
